The Soo City sailed from Michig an 
City on Nov . 1 and reached Og dens- 
bu rg , N. Y . Nov . 11. 
At that p ort she 
took on coal and added fou r men to 
her crew.

Doritv of Milwau kee, hu t at Og dens 
bu rg the command was tu rned ov er 
to r'ap tain Dillon.

In J a nus some time ago Dr. K. Faroe 
of C openhagen published a num ber of 
docum ents bearing on til« * subject. The 
m« » st ancient of these bears « late July 
24, 1579. and Is a license issued by 
Frederick II. to Anders Fretm ut, ex ­ 
ecution« ^ of Copenhagen, g ranting him 
the right to set bones ami tre a t old 
wounds.

The state fish and game commission 
will in the near future utilize the 
waste water flowing over the dams at 
the various fish hatcheries to furnish 
l>ower for use in connection with the i 
institutions. 
S. F. Fullerton, superintendent of 
fisheries, was 
in the city recently 
on 
his 
return 
from 
a 
trip 
to 
Deerwood to look over the work in con­ 
nection with proposed hatchery m ar 
that village. 
Mr. Fullerton was ac­ 
companied on the trip by L. P. Wolf, 
engineer for the state fish ami game 
commission. 
They were up to look over 
the dam, etc., that Mr. Wolf might 
prepare plans for utilizing the water 
power at the proposed fish hatchery in 
the furnishing of electric light and 
power for use at the plant, 
it is the 
intention of the commission to install 
these plants in every fish hatchery and 
thus make a decided saving. 
The pow­ 
er can be used for sawing wood, grind­ 
ing the liver used as food for the fish, 
furnishing light for the hatcheries and 
the employes residences and in numer­ 
ous other ways. 
Mr. Fullerton stated that Mr. Saun­ 
ders and two men were busily engaged 
in clearing land at the Deerwood site, 
getting out posts for fencing the state’s 
lands and other work of preparation. 
It is the intention of the commission, if 
the legislature furnishes the necessaiy 
appropriation, and there is no doubt 
that it will, to erect a cottage for the 
superintendent, a double house for the 
use of the employes, hatching house, 
barn, ice house, etc., the coming sum­

St. Johns, N. F.t Dec. 5.—W reckage 
which has come ashore at Cape Ray 
leaves little room for doubt that the 
sturdy little steam er Soo City, which 
for tw enty years plied as an excursion 
vessel on the G reat Lakes, went down 
with her crew in the m idst of the gale 
that lashed the Newfoundland coast 
for two days this week. 
The steam er 
was in command of Captain John G. 
Pinon of Brooklyn, who was formerly 
commander of the United States gov­ 
ernm ent transport Missouri. 
A wife 
p^d three small children awaited his 
return home. 
The exact number of 
the crew is in doubt. 
It is known, 
however, that no less than eighteen 
men were on board, and it has been 
reported that the crew was recently 
increased to twenty-eight men. 
The Soo City was recently sold by 
the Indiana Transportation company 
to Felix Jackson of Velasco, Tex., and 
was being taken to New Orleans. She 
carried no passengers. 
The Soo City sailed from Michigan 
City on Nov. I and reached Ogdens­ 
burg, N. Y., Nov. ll. 
At th at port she 
took on coal and added four men to 
her crew. 
Up to that tim e the steam ­ 
er was in charge of Captain F. V 
Dority of Milwaukee, but at Ogdens 
burg the command was turned over 
to Captain Dillon. 
She was last re­ 
ported at Quebec Nov. 14. 
The steam ­ 
e r’s first m ate was John Casey of 
Chicago. 
A deck ' ’ ’n and fittings and six­ 
teen life p. servers cam e ashore at 
Cape Ray. 
These all bore the name 
“Soo City” or other m arks identify 
lng them as belonging to the lake 
steam er. 
Life buoys, deck hoards and 
other gear unquestionably belonging 
to the steam er aI«o w ere washed in. 
The storm that, wrecked the Soo 
City was one of the severest of recent 
years. 
The same gale caught and 
drove to pieces no less than ter New­ 
foundland fishing vessels, and while 
seven of the crews escaped, three.

The organization is opposed to woman 
suffrage. 
Dr. Lyman Abbott was the 
principal speaker and it was he that 
presented 
a 
letter 
from 
President 
Roosevelt. The letter was interpret­ 
ed in various ways by the auditors 
and Dr. Abbott was often interrupted 
by applause and by shouts of disap 
proval. 
In his letter, President Roosevelt 
said th at personally he believed in 
woman’s suffrage, but he was not an 
enthusiastic advocate of it, because 
he does not regard it as a very im 
portant m atter. 
A climax came when a score or 
more suffragists united in denouncia 
tion of the attitude of conservatism 
which the president had taken in his 
letter. 
The shouts of the suffragist 
leaders became so troublesome that a 
few policemen were asked to seek out 
the offenders. 
They were threatened 
with ejection and finally the disturb 
ance was quieted. 
At the conclusion of the lecture, 
however, the suffragists withdrew to 
the sidewalks, where an indignation

FIRES AND INSURANCE 


What Being Burned Out May 
Mean to a Business. 


DAMAGE ONE CANNOT COVER. 


Enormous Lossos Caused by tho Sus­ 
pension of Operations and tbs Drift­ 
ing Away of Trade That Are Not 
Appreciated by tho General Public. 


“I suppose you heard that Blank & 
Co. were burned out from the roof to 
the basem ent last night?” rem arks the 
man in the car. 
“No!” exclaim s the friend who hasn’t 
seen the m orning paper. 
“I suppose 
they carried insurance?” 
“Oh, yes—a hundred thousand of it!” 
returns the first speaker, at which his 
friend settles back with the comment 
that everything is all right then. 
This is the laym an's conclusion al­ 
most invariably. 
Some big concern 
burns out, but with insurance to an 
am ount seeming to cover the loss the 
average m an is disposed to feel th at it 
is all right. 
Ile doesn’t stop to think 
of the enormous risks of a business 
which cannot be covered by insurance 
and which for weeks, months or years 
after a fire are crippling and perhaps 
ruinous to the fire victim.

Only the other day T stepped into 
a bookbindery, unostentatious in its 
street signs and occupying a fifth 
floor in an obscure street. 
In the ele­ 
vator shaft was th at peculiar odor 
which m arks the track of fire and fire­ 
men days and weeks afte r such an 
accident. 
“Most of the fire was next door,” ex­ 
plained the proprietor, “but I guess 
the smoke and the w ater were about 
as bad for us. 
Sometimes it is almost 
better to have the fire yourself than 
be next door to it.” 
Which seemed to be especially true 
of book material. 
W here smoke and 
soot had failed to blot and ruin the 
stock, w ater from the engines in the 
street had flooded it until ruin alone 
was descriptive. 
Everything had been 
closed down, * workers in the plant 
were idle, and the proprietor was 
aw aiting the adjustm ent of the insur­ 
ance which he had been carrying. But 
In the extent of this insurance Itself 
was a knotty situation. 
Ordinarily the house had carried pol­ 
icies which would have left it the 
minimum of risk on its machinery, 
stock and materials. Ordinarily a still 
further blanket policy was carried for 
the purpose of covering the normal 
am ount of book m aterial on hand 
owned by others and contracted for 
rebinding. 
But only a few days be 
fore the fire the house had received a 
consignment of $5,000 worth of law ­ 
books to be bound. 
These volumes, 
aside from intrinsic value, represented 
so much of other value as to make 
the risk abnormal for almost any sea­ 
son. 
And these books were ruined. 
Before receiving them the binder 
had asked the owners to take out a 
policy for themselves protecting them 
against such fire loss. 
The firm had 
not done so, and when the fire dam ­ 
age came the disposition of the owners 
was to hold the binder for them under 
one of the binder’s blanket policies. 
On this one disputed point, taking it 
into court, will some one make a 
guess as to what this one feature of 
the fire may cost the binder, who to 
all purposes was “insured,” if it should 
be settled in the supreme court after 
five or seven years, for example? 
But in the case of the big manufac­ 
tory, with its imported special machin­ 
ery, its season of rush work aud its 
enormous and fluctuating stock of ma­ 
terial—if on tfie morning after the 
fire the assuring companies settle in 
full for the visible losses, how much 
has the company been damaged? 
Of first consideration, perhaps, is the 
enormous payroll of the concern. 
If 
most of the mechanical work of the 
plant has been done by pieceworkers, 
still the necessary force of directing 
employees on salary is a problem. The 
determ ination of the owners is to start 
up anew. Tried and proved employees 
must be retained while the work of 
rehabilitation goes on. 
They m ust be 
paid even if they are to do no more 
than wait. 
Settlement of some kind 
must be made with contractors who 
have been supplying raw materials 
from the hands of other thousands of 
workers. 
No m atter w hat the clauses 
in contracts providing immunity in 
case of fires, strikes and acts of Provi­ 
dence, every line of business affecting 
the w elfare of the m anufactory has 
been affected. 
The plant is a total loss. 
Before it 
can be rebuilt the ruins of the old fac­ 
tory m ust be cleared away. 
In the meantime all those customers 
of the m anufactory who have been 
pressing for the filling of contract or­ 
ders find themselves shut out of any 
chance for receiving, them. 
They.turn 


at once to other competing establish­ 
ments for the work. Not only does the 
burned out firm lose all chance of 
profits from this work, but it is run­ 
ning a long chance of losing some 
of its oldest and best customers of 
years’ standing.—Chicago Tribune.
